—A 17-year-old girl, Louise Maclean, 
went to law Tuesday to fight for le­ 
gal recognition as chieftainess of a 
Highland clan, th a t of M aclean of 
Ardgour. 
In an Edinburgh court she con­ 
tended against a cousin Lieut-Com. 
H. H. Maclean, to succeed her de­ 
ceased father as head of the clan. 
Although Highland Scots are fol­ 
lowing the case with intense inter­ 
est, Miss Maclean, if her case is up­ 
held, will not be the first women to 
head a Scottish house. 
Mrs. Flora Macloud of Macloud 
lives at Skye, in a castle which was 
the ancient stronghold of her an ­ 
cestors and from which she exercises j 
leadership over her clan. 
Hearing of the M aclean case, said 
to be without precedent in Scottish 
law. began Tuesday and probably 
will continue through Thursday. 
Louise is tile oldest daughter of 
the late Alexander Maclean, who | 
died in 1930. The dispute has arisen 
since then, the girl contending th at 
clan leadership m ust pass to lineal 


heirs regardless of sex. while lier 
cousin 
argues 
the 
chieftainship 
passes to m ale heirs in preference to 
women. 
Tuesday’s hearing was on Com­ 
m ander M aclean's appeal against a 
decision handed down last July by 
Lord Lyon (one of the nam es of the 
Earl of Strathm ore, sitting as king- 
at-arm s. lure! Lyon upheld the ju r­ 
isdiction of his court to consider the 
question at issue. 
Miss M aclean petitioned for the 
principal arm orial bearings m atricu­ 
lated by her father in 1909 and for 
recognition as chieftainess of the 
house. 
Counsel for her cousin said th at 
heretofore the m atter of chieftain­ 
ship of a clan was decided by the 
clan societies and th a t actually no 
court of law had jurisdiction,

argued no interest was involved that 
the law recognized and asked that 
Miss M aclean’s petition be dismissed.
